WASHINGTON, March 3.—The 


"beer bloc" now being formed in the 
house expects to get a 2.75 per cent 
beer law thru the next congress. 


As the first step towards this 


goal, each member of the "bloc" 
which it is claimed now numbers 
sixty, will introduce a beer bill in 
the house this week. 


No claims are being made of vic- 


tory in the present congress, althc 
Representative John Phillip Hill, 
Maryland, organizer of the bloc, said 
today favorable .reaction thruout the 
country has followed formation of, 
the .bloc. 
The sixty beer bills -will be iden- 


tical. They will provide for legisla- 
tion of the manufacture and sale of 
2.75 per cent beer, cider and fruit 
juices. 
The new increment comes as the 


result of many conferences of the 
wets at Hill's home. Under the 
present plan, with each wet spon- 
soring a beer bill of his own, he is 
actively working for the "cause." 


The wet leaders believe they have 


selected the psychological time to 
push the movement. Shooting of 
Senator Greene of Vermont during a 
fight between dry agents and boot- 
leggers has resulted in a strong re- 
action in congress against prohibi- 
tion enforcement. 


The wets expect to start a similar 


movement in the senate. Senator 
Broussard. of Louisiana will prob- 
ably lead the. movement 
.It is their intention to have every

Only con- 
greasmeE .from districts where senti- 
ment is distinctly wet dare to put 
themselves on record.

department of commerce. He is the 
youngest man in the cabinet. He is 
tilt; most "honorary" decorated too, 
lor it we are to believe the congres- 
sional directory nineteen colleges 
and universities have granted him 
honorary degrees. 
He is also in 


charge of the youngest department 
under a cabinet officer. 
I met him 


in his oflice at seven o'clock in the 
evening. The employees of the com- 
merce department had left the great 
building at 4:30 p. m. Hoover rarely 
leaves his office until 8. He has the 
reputation of working longer hours 
than any other cabinet member. 


He is a 
pleasant, business-like 


type 
of executive, direct, positive 


and confident.

build; high forehead, square jaw be- 
low a determined 
mouth. We lost 


uo time on formalities. 


"I am for everything and anything 


which will cut the expenses of the

The department of commerce is a 


new department of government. It 
has been presided over by only two 
other men—Redfleld and Alexander.

3—Bureau 
of lishthousps. 
This is a

2—Next In Importance is the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. This bureau watches all 
the coasts and inland waterways and pro- 
tects vessels and all traffic from any ob- 
structions. 
It is one of the most useful 
and necessary bureaus in the department. 
For 1923. a total of Jl.898.210 was spent. 
This work is giowing: in importance every 
year. It is expected that 
the 
amount 
needed for this survey tor 1924 will be a 
little more than for last year—12,130,000. 
3—The bureau of the census is next in 


r importance, at least so far as expenditures 
are concerned- This bureau is now a con- 
tinuing organization. New figures are be- 
ing compiled and published continuously. 
N'o department of the census in any nation 


[ is kept more up to date and complete. For 
this work for 1823 -there was spent $1,- 


! 759.1%. 
This year the amount asked for and 
provided in the estimates is about the 
same. But for 1925 the census expands its 


I work and $5,000,000 will be laid asicte* 


Tbe Standard for the World. 


4—The bureau of standards, which, from 
the standpoint of money expenditures, is 
on a par with the census bureau, con- 
tains the most complete physical stand- 
ards and equipment *in the world. It per- 
forms hundieds of different scientific tests. 
In 192J. for insti ice. it tested 6700 pre- 
cision *i*5iffhts. Its work is varied and ex- 
tiemely 
interesting. 
It 
discovered, for 
example, that aluminum or bronze paint 
applied to the under side of an automobile 
top will make 
the car more comfortable 
on a hot day. 
It has been working ex- 
tensively on standardization of all kinds. 
11 is conducting experiments in manufac- 
ture of optical glass; tests spark plugs, 
liquid gas; is tryins to find why the sur- 
face of enamel ware chips off. It is the 
great experiment and testing department 
of the 
government. Its work ts world 
wide in its influence. 
Considerable work 
of the bureau is accepted by other nation* 
as final. It has become the real yardstick 
of physical standards in the world. 
For 
the bureau 51.741.000 was spent in 1923. 
This amount has been reduced for 1924 to 
$1.550,000, A reduction of appioximately 
$200,000. How Trade is Promoted. 


5—A new bureau, which has been grow- 
ing rapidly, is vhat of foreign and domes- 
tic commerce. 
For the fiscal year 1923 
this bureau spent $1.653.956. For 1924 the 
estimates call for $2,550.090, an increase 
of approximately $1,000,000—all of which 
increase goes into the item called "pro- 
moting commerce." Under 
the 
driving 
business genius of Hoover .this bureau is 
moving ahead rapidly. Here is one place 
where there seems to be a duplication of 
work with that carried on in the depart- 
ment of state by the consulate service. 
The real purpose of this bureau is to In- 
crease America's export business. 
Trade 
inquiries 
are sent direct 
to industries 
asked about. Under this bureau there is 
issued a large weekly bulletin giving all 
manner of business statistic?. Including 
analysis of imports and exports. The work 
of this bureau covers a wide range. 
It 
issues reports on many articles, such as 
<-otton, leather; Investigates textile mar- 
kets. It is the business getter for Ameri- 
can business. It promotes 
and 
fosters 
Commerce. Sometimes It studies a ques- 
tion very closely. For the year 1923 the 
bureau spent $395,000 investigating sources 
of rnzde rubber. 
'6—The bureau of fisheries, one of the 
most interesting 
of all 
government 
bureaus, is today under the direct super- 
vision of Mr. Hoover's department; so are 
the fish hatcheries.

patent office work likewise is closely 
associated with standards and mines.

Then again. The war department 


today is doing much work not really 
war work. The lake survey, the in- 
land and coast course, waterways 
service, the supervision of New York 
harbor and compilation of the sta- 
tistics of internal commerce on the 
lakes and rivers of the country, in 
order to judge the value of river and 
harbor improvements, all this is now 
carried on by the engineering bureau 
of the war department. This would 
go to the commerce department.

With these 


changes, the bydrographic and geo- 
detic services of the entire govern- 
ment would—instead of being under 
three departments as at present- 
all be under one department, that 
of commerce.

"There is one point I -want to make 
especially clear; it has lately been much 
misunderstood." Secretary Hoover said to 
me. "There is a pretty widespread notion 
that the government is doing too many 
thinss. 
It is concerning Itself with too 
many activities. 
Especially- Is this true 
regarding certain development work ti 
this department, the interior department, 
and the agriculture department. 
I want 
to say that every bit of this development 
and constructive work repays a hundred- 
fold. Instead of contracting such work in 
the government, we should increase It, 
just as fast as possible. 
Anyway, th« 
total amount spent for such work is not 
over $100.000.000. We spent thirty times 
that amount last year for all purposes."

Among Causes for Shingles 
Are Overwork and Worry

FEW nights ago I observed the wife of a 


prominent Senator holding her side and giv- 
ing evidence of discomfort or real pain. 


When I asked about it she said she was suffering 
from "shingles." 


The backbone is made up of a group of bones, 


called the vertebrae. 
Placed as they are, one above 


another, they form the vertebral column. Through 
the centre of this column is a cavity, known as the 
spinal canal. 
This is occupied by the spinal cord, 


an important part of the central nervous system 
1)11. COruLANJJ 


Springing from the spinal cord are a lot of nerves, called the 


spinal nerves. They escape from the spinal canal through the openings 
in the many vertebrae of the back- - 
bone. 


The spinal nerves go out to supply 


all parts of the body. Certain ones 
go to the muscles and others go to 
the skin. 
The skin or cutaneous \ 


nerves, which supply the trunk, pass 
through the openings in the back- 
bone, around the body, to the mid- 
dle of the front surface of the body. 


•Just as an injury to, or disease 


of, the roots of a tree will manifest 
itself by loss of foliage, so damage 
to the roots of a spinal nerve will 
be shown by disturbance in the skin 
supplied by that particular cutane- 
ous nerve. 
When trouble of this sort occurs 


the first sign is redness of the skin 
in some particular region of the 
body. Almost immediately there ap- 
pears a group of vesicles or blisters 
on the reddened area. The place 
most commonly affected is the body, 
over the ribs. 
The disturbed area is like a band, 


reaching half way around the body, 
mellowing the course of a given 
nerve. The irritated area resembles 
tialf a girdle or belt. This explains 
the name "shingles," corrupted from 
"cingh," meaning "to girdle."

One of the most painful forms is 
called "herpes 2oster ophthalmicus " 
This involves one eye, the neighbor- 
ing parts of the nose and forehead, 
and it may extendjup into the scalp, 
even to the crown of the head. 
—There may be pain in the part 
several days before the redness and 
eruption appear. 
Sometimes there 
may be fever and feeling of illness. 
After the blister appears it gets 
cloudy in a few days, dries up at 
the end of a week, and forms a, 
scab. This drops off in another 
week. Usuallv a small scar, not un- 
like the scar of chicken-pox, is left 
to mark the site of each blister. It 
is quite common after herpes zoster 
ophthalmicus to observe a string of 
little scars from the eyebrow, across 
the forehead, to the edge of the 
hair. 
In old people it is not unusual to 


have neuralgia of the affected part, 
persisting for weeks or months after 
the actute symptoms of the disease 
have disappeared. 
Some kind of body poison is re- 


sponsible for the trouble, probably, 
but the exact cause is uncertain. 
Personally, I look upon it as a tired 
person's disease. 
Overwork and 
worry will be found as factors in 
most cases. Certainly you should 
have a thorough physical examina- 
tion if vou develop shingles.

JOHNSON SEEKS REVERSAL 


Man Convicted of Manslaughter in 


Dodge County Says He Was 


Improperly Convicted. 


Andrew Johnson, 
convicted 
in 


Dodge county not long ago on a 
charge of murdering William Jurging 
in North Bend on the 26th of May, 
1923, 
has filed with supreme court 


at brief in support of his claim that 
h*e was improperly convicted. 


The two men, with one James Her-, 


bert, who has been missing ever 
since, engaged in a drinking bout at 
Johnson's home, t Johnson. was 
not 


sure of what did. happen, but after 
Jurging left he fell in a faint on the 


I street a block away. He was picked 
up half an hour later by Herbert and 
taken home in a Ford. There it was 
discovered for the first time that he 
was shot. 


Johnson objects to the court per- 


mitting hearsay evidence to be sub- 
mitted. This was furnished by sev- 
eral witnesses who visited Jurging 
when he was lying 111, death having 
occurred several days after 
the 


shooting. They said Jurging 
told 


them he was "going the route," and 
that Johnson, after Bordering him 
out of the house had shot him be- 
cause he didn't hurry a*nd get out. 
One witness said Jurging told him it 
was accidental. 


Attorneys for Johnson say that 


with this testimony stricken out as 
it should be, there is nothing left 
upon which to base a conviction. 
This was too remote from the event, 
they .say, to be worth while under 
all the circumstances..

Ordinarily a coach should not en- 


courage the shooting of very long 
shots for the basket by one of his 
players, for such a practice is the 
surest and quickest way of disrupt- 
ing teamwork. 
If allowed to one 


player of a team, the long shooting 
becomes general, 
with the result 


that the players shoot for the basket 
as soon as they get their hands on 
the ball instead of maneuvering the 
ball by team work up under the bas- 
ket or wihtin distance from which 
a basket may be thrown with rea- 
sonable hope of success. 


There is, however, a situation in 


which the long toss may be used as 
part of the offense. When a team is 
up against a two-line, five-man de- 
fense composed of fast, experienced 
players, and cannot work the ball 
thru the defense within distance for 
a reasonable toss for the basket, the 
throw may be made from outside the 
defense, having the forwards 
and 


•center following up and taking the 
ball from the backboard if the bas- 
ket is missed. The forwards and cen- 
ter must start fast thru the defense 
before the ball is thrown for the bas- 
ket To be successful, the Aiming of 
this play must be accurate.
